News from the General Council 

The full General Council finally assembled at the end of January 2012. In February we 
began three weeks of meetings. The first week was more reflective - a time of prayer, faith 
sharing and getting to know one-another. During the second week we reviewed the current 
state of the Congregation in all 55 countries where we are present. In the third week we 
studied the Documents of the General Chapter and began the process of planning how we 
hope to address the various Chapter Mandates. We also decided some areas of responsibility 
among the General Council. More will be decided at future meetings.

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JPIC 

As a first step in addressing the Chapter Mandate on the theme of JPIC we are asking that 
each MSC entity designate a member as a JPIC contact and that each Continental 
Conference (e.g. PEC, APIA, etc.) designate a person responsible for co-ordinating JPIC 
across the continental grouping. Once all these persons are appointed we will look at ways 
to co-ordinate sharing and promoting information, ideas and initiatives across the 
Congregation. 

Safeguarding and Professional Standards 

During our meetings in February, Tim Brennan MSC (Australian Province) was in Rome to 
attend a Safeguarding and Professional Standards Conference in the Vatican on behalf of the 
Australian Bishop's Conference. We took the opportunity to meet with Tim and explore 
how we might begin to address the specific and concrete Chapter Mandate in this regard. 
We will be writing to all MSC entitites soon with some proposals. 

Superior of the Pacific Union 

On 23 rd February 2012 the General Council, having consulted with all the members of the 
Pacific Union, re-appointed Simon Mani as Union Superior for a third mandate of three 
years, commencing (retrospectively) on 6 th January 2012. We congratulate Simon and thank 
him for his generosity and willingness to serve the Union. 

Three Pro-Provinces to become Provinces 

It was decided at the General Chapter that our three Pro-Provinces (Central America, Rio de 
Janeiro and Curitiba) should now become Provinces. Each of the three Pro -Provinces is now 
considering an opportune time for formal erection as a Province and planning a date for their 
first Provincial Chapter. 

Visit of the Superior General to Senegal 

From 25 th February to 5 th March Mark McDonald was in Senegal for a meeting of the UAF 
Council at Kaolack. Mark also met with our postulants who are in formation in Dakar. 

Forthcoming visits 

This week (1 1-1 5 th March) Mark McDonald will be attending a meeting of the French 
Provincial Council in Issoudun. 

From 15-24 March Carl Tranter will be in The Netherlands where he will attend the PEC 
meeting in Tilburg from 19-23 March. He will then travel to Belgium for a visitation of the 
Belgian Province until 2 nd April.
